of Yar: Par ac the End of 6 Months from the 

Due of the Capitulation, the faid Marfhal de Cam- 
po and Officers from Captains inclufive upwards 
hall have Liberty to return to their Army: And 
Whereas the Officers of the gee gee Spanith 
Guards are at leaft of equal Rank with Captains, 
they thall have the like Liberry. As fhall likewife, 
the Officers of the State Major of the Place, viz. the 
King’s Lieutenant, the Serjeant Major, the chief In- 
gtnier, the Adjutant Major, two inferior Adjutants, 
ma Commiffaries of Artillery, and the Commander 
thereof, 

All the Officers and Soldiers that remain Prifoners 
hall have their Apparel and Baggage, and fhall have 
Officers appointed to infpe& that they be not infulred 
Or injur'd. 

No Scldier fhall have any Violence offer'd him, to 
compel him to lift bimfelf. 

‘Th Sik and Wounded, the Officers of the Hof 
Pal, a Jommiffary of War, thall have Liberty 
necedary Waggons being furnifh’d them,§ to 
ft Place in the Jurisdiction of Caftile, with 15 
Kui! co guard them; leaving the Commiffary of 
War in Hoftage till the Return of the faid Horfe, 
- all the Furniture of the Hofpital fhall go 
iee. 

The Officers from the Degree of Captains up- 
wards, to whatevér Place they be fent hall carry 
With them their Servants ; who fhall have their Li- 
berty at the fame time with their Mafters. 

The Chaplains and Surgeons of the Regiments, 
hah have Paffports given them immediately to go to 
Caftile, with their Goods and Baggage. 

All Provifions and Ammunition of what Quantity 
foever, which hall be in the Place at the Hour of 
this Capitulation, including rhe Soldiers Cloaths 
that are not on their Backs, fhall belong to the King 
of Portugal ; and if any of the Provifions or Ammu- 
nvion be not deliver’d the Capitulation to be void : 
Bu whilft the Garrifon ftays in the Place, they 


os have neceffary Subfiftance out of thofe Pro- 
ifions, 


This Capitulation is made upon Condition that 
there fhall be found in the Place fufficient Stores of 
Provifions and Ammunition to defend it 8 Days, 
regulating 30 Charges for each Cannon and Mut- 
quet: otherwife to be void. 

All the Cropt- Horfes and Arms, which fhall be 
found in the Place, thall belong to his Portugucze 
Maj: 

The Prior, Sub-Prior, and all the Religi- 
ous of the Convent of Sr. Bento thal] have iwo 
Months Time to refolve wheiher they will go or ftay. 
Thofe that do ftay fhall enjoy the fame Privileges 
as hitherto, and they that will depart fhall have 
Paffports given them, within the faid time, to go 
where they pleafe, with all their Goods and Effi cte, 
whether cf facred or common Ule, and be aliuw’d 
neceflary Waggons and a neceflary Guard, they lea- 
ving requifice Hoftages: And untill their Departure 
a Guard fhall be fet over them, to fecure them and 
their Convent. 

All the Inhabitants of the Place of what Quality 
or Degree foever, may in the {pace of 15 Days re- 
tire where they pleafe; for which end neceffary 
Paffports fhall be given them for their Security ; 
they that will ftay thall enjoy their Privileges as hi- ° 
therto wi'Hout being molefted. 

Thofe of the Inhabitants which depart the Placé 
in the aforefaid time of 15 Days, may carry along 
with them all their Effeéts, Moveables, Houfhold- 
Goods and Money ; what they carry being firft re- 
giftred ; and thofe that will enjoy their Lands, may 
do it provided they retire into the Dominions of Por- 
tngal ; and for the Tranfportation of their Goods, 
the neceflary Waggons fhall be furnifh’d them, they 
paying for the fame : Or they may fell or otherwife 
difpofe of their Goods freely. 

The Cattle of the Inhabitants and of the Hof- 

itals which are in the Place, may be carried away 

y their prefent Owners. 

The Coidiers and Officers which are made Prifo- 
ners on this Occafion, fhal] not be fent out of Portu- 
gal, unlefs hereafter any Portugueze Prifoners fhall 
be fent out of Caftile or Spain. 

The reft of the Articles are of no Moment.
